'Eager for War' 
To Cinch Vote: 
Early RFC Head 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 
Jesse H. Jones says the late 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was "all things to all men 
—always a politician." 


Mr. Roosevelt was such a 
"ruthless" politician, Jones 
says in his memoirs published 
^today, that he was eager to 


have the U. S. enter World 
War II—so that it would as- 
sure his election for a third 
term. 


Jones served Roosevelt tor 12 


years as head of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation and later 
as his wartime secretary of com- 
merce. 


In 1945, he was let out, and 


^Roosevelt named Henry A. Wai- 
Tact to take his place. 


Calls Wallace Screwball 


This must have rankled all the 


more because of Jones' opinion of 
the man who succeeded him. He 
calls Wallace 
an .incompetent 


meddler with "screwball" ideas. 


Now 77, and still busy ma a 


Texas financier and 
publisher, 


Jones takes a-long look oacfe- 
and paints a bitter picture of the 


l^nan who was his boss.

Smith Manager 


By this time Smith had become 


manager and a stockholder in the 
Empire State building. Jones says 
Smith owned 10 per cent, while 
John J. Raskob, former Demo-! 
cratic national chairman, was the 


j^piain stockholder with 82 per cent, 


Jones says a couple of days 


after Smith's call on Roosevelt, 
FDR sent him a memorandum in 
which he said: 


"We all know that the Empire 


State building is a losing propo- 
sition, but on the other side, it is 
ideally located for a central federal 
office building." 


Roosevelt suggested that Jones 


look into the matter, 
without 


^speaking to anyone else about 
it." 


Jones looked. He says he con- 


cluded the price asked was far too 
high, and that the government 
could do better renting space else- 
v.'here. 


Jones says he explained that to 


Roosevelt, and the president re- 
plied: 


Wanted to Help Al 


"Yes, Jess, all that is probably 


t£rue, but I would like to do some- 
thing for Al Smith." 


"I am sure," Jones writes. "That 


he 
(Roosevelt) was displeased 


that I had not carried out his, wish 
to buy the property, and tnat he 
never forgave me fgr not doing 
it."

NEW YORK—(AP)—An 


Iranian spokesman today 
closed the door to any further 
talks with Britain on the oil 
dispute except on the ques- 
tions of indemnities and the 
sale of oil. 


This development came just a 


few hours before Iran's aged pre- 
mier was to go before the Security 
Council to tell the United Rations 
why it should stay out of the 
Iranian-British oil muddle. 


Spokesman Tells plan 


The spokesman, Hossein Fatemi, 


deputy premier of Iran, told a 
news conference that Iran is re- 
solved "to exploit its oil immedi- 
ately, and since there is no sign 
of good will from the other side 
of the dispute we doubt that any 
recommendations for resumption 
of negotiations would bring any 
useful result, and on the contrary, 
it may intensify the situation." 


Fatemi said that the govern- 


ment of Iran may face the danger 
of disintegration because of the 
loss of revenue from the oil indus- 
try. He said the government does 
not reject the idea of paying any 
possible indemnity to the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil company and added 
that the government is obliged to 
sell its oil to any customer. 


To Keep Customers 


He said Iran would rather- sell 


its oil to the customers of the past 
three year*. He explained .that. 
th«s« £iehided most Western COIHH' 
triei, ^afiWiii; r%hdia, Turkey, 
Borne other Middle Bast countries 
and Czechoslovakia and* Poland. 


Fatemi said the Soviet Union 


did not buy any oil during that pe- 
riod. 


Asked definitely did his state- 


ment close the door to any further 
talks with Britain except on the 
point of indemnities and the sale 
of oil, Fatemi said "exactly." 


Fatemi declared his government 


has applications from technicians 
in Germany, Sweden, Italy, France, 
the United States and Australia.

lene Lubs, 16, told them someone 
asked to see "baby 415-1." Th« 
hospital designates the babies ia 
the nursery by the room and bed 
numbers of the mothers. That was 
less than two hours before another 
nurse's aid noticed the empty crib. 


"It looks like whoever did this 


wanted that baby alone," Police 
Chief Arthur Menke said. 


Miss Lubs couldn't give any 


clues to the identity of the in- 
quirer. 


"I didn't even look around," she 


said. "I was so busy, I just point- 
ed to the baby. I don't even re- 
member if it was a man or 
woman." 


Kidnaping for ransom seemed 


unlikely. ' Lyons said he has no 
money and no enemies. 


Choking up so that he could 


hardly talk, Lyons went on radio 
station 
WTMS to describe the 


baby's formula and plead, "I'd like 
to say please take good care of 
our baby." 


"Don't harm him, and return 


him to the hospital, police station 
or our home at 616 Wabash," Ly- 
ons begged.

Iran Problem Now Is to 
Keep Her on Our §ide 


When the Communists invaded South Korea in 1950, 


many pundits saw the move as only the first of a series 
of limited actions against soft spots in the free world. 


Some went so far as to say Korea was merely a diversion, 


that the real goal of the Kremlin was Yugoslavia, or Iran, 
or Western Germany. It was agreed the loss of any of these 
would be tragic. There was a lot of official worry over what 
we could do to prevent such grabs if they were tried. 


But up to now the new thrusts have not been made. The 


Russians, beyond doubt genuinely surprised at the stubborn 
world reaction to their Korean adventure, tread more cau- 
tiously thereafter. Western statesmen congratulated them- 
selves that their firmness had paid off. 


Unfortunately, however, the currents at work in the 


world power struggle are tricky. They are undependable. 
This spring an Iranian premier was assassinated and his 
country was plunged into a ferment of nationalistic fever. In 
a flash Britain's important oil interests there was caught up 
in*controversy and the whole Middle East was unsettled. 
• 
* * 


No need to review the painful catalogue of events since 


then. Today the British have yielded their last foothold at 
Abadan, the great oil refinery, and they are out. Western 
fortunes in Iran are at low ebb. And the Iranian economy, 
its oil reserves dried up, totters on the brink of disaster. 


If Russia had marched into Iran, we would have been in- 


flamed. Dire warnings would have gone out that we dare 
not let that country fall under Soviet control. Yet right now 
there is a very real danger that the Kremlin may gain that 
end without a Russian soldier stepping onto Iranian soil. 
Iran would prefer to remain within the Western orbit— 


on its own terms. But in desperation it is beginning to listen 
to Russian overtures. A trade agreement currently is under 
discussion. Sometimes a wedge like that is all Moscow 
needs—especially when its "friendly neighbor" is on the 
ropes.

It may be a mistake for the West to assume that Russia 


can do nothing about Iranian oil for lack of transport and 
sufficient technicians. Some analysts have suggested Mos- 
cow might be able to acquire an adequate tanker fleet to 
carry the fuel to its Black Sea ports. 


All in all, the outlook is black. At this stage, recrimina- 


tions over past errors by Britain, the United States and oth- 
ers are senseless. Nor can the U. S. sit back and enjoy Brit- 
ain's ouster as a "well-deserved knock." Our own fortunes 
are too closely bound up with Iran's future. 


The requirement for this moment is a solution which .win 


keep Iran in the Western fold, keep its ofl out of Russian 
hands, keep the iron grip of the Kremlin out of the Middle 
East. There isn't much time left to find that answer. Pre- 
mier Mossadegh, handcuffed by his own fanatics, comes be- 
fore the United Nations soon to state his case. If the mak- 
ings of a settlement are not then in sight, it may be too late. 
It may then be just as bad as if the Russians had marched.

Attempts have been made to 


look directly into the stomach for 
many years. However, the early 
instruments were rigid tubes, and 
to use them was very much like 
making the patient a sword swal- 
lower in the circus. Since 1932, 
however, the use of the flexible 
gastroscope has made possible the 
examination of the lining of the 
stomach not too difficult in skilled 
hands. 


Because it is now possible to 


look at the inside of the stomach, 
we now know much more about 
this organ. Take gastritis, for ex- 
ample. We know that the acute 
variety is a simple type of inflam- 
mation. 


It" can and usually does result 


from something swallo%ved such as 
spices or alcohol. Although the 
stomach wall is acutely inflamed, 
the inflammation does not last 
more than a week, as a rule, and 
clears up without causing compli- 
cations. 


Symptoms usually start a few 


hours after swallowing the irritat- 
ing agent. Loss of appetite and an 
uncomfortable feeling in the abdo- 
men sometimes with pain is com- 
mon. Nausea, headache, belching, 
and slight fever are also frequent 


A more severe form of gastritis 


is that which cornea from swallow- 
ing an extremely irritating sub- 
stance such as acids or lye. These 


poisons actually kill the delicate 
lining membrane and cause an in- 
flammation to develop underneath. 


Also, some forms of gastritis re- 


sult from acute infections such as 
influenza, pneumonia, measles and 
scarlet fever. Gastritis, however, 
is not of itself fatal, and if the 
disease which causes the gastritis 
improves, the gastritis will get 
better as well. 


CHRONIC INFLAMMATIONS 


There are chronic inflammations 


of the stomach, too. The cause 
often cannot be discovered, though 
there are several theories. Symp- 
toms vary a great deal, depending 
on how serioous the stomach is in- 
volved and how long the condition 
has been present 


The treatment of all forms ot 


gastritis, of course, depends on 
their nature, the cause, how long 
they have been present, and the 
general condition of the patient 
The striking feature of gastritis, 
however, is that we now know so 
much more about it than we did a 
few years ago. The discovery of 
the flexible gastroscope is what 
made this possible. 


NEW YORK—Walter White, the executive secretary of the Na- 


tional Association for the Advancement of Colored People, has made 
an issue of the record of Dr. Chancing Tobias, the national treasurer 
of the association, in connection with Communist fronts.

White published a thinly veiled 
exhortation to colored citizens to boycott papers which reveal the 
truth* aoout him, Tobias and Tobias's associations through the medi- 
um of these dispatches. 


It is important to bear in mind that White's organization does ml 


not represent the Negroes of the United States. It has no mandate 
whatever from the colored people. 


The revelations of the character of the NAACP and the unmask- 


ing of the president's committee on civil rights and its report will 
require a continuing intermittent discussion. 


Already I have disclosed, by the written admission of Charles E. 


Wilson, the current director of our war mobilization,' that the presi- 
dent's committee was not appointed by President Truman at all but 
by Felix Frankfurter's contact in the White House, David K. Niles. 
Mr. Wilson was chairman of the, president's committee. I have fur- 
ther disclosed that the counsel for the committee, Mrs. Nancy Wechs- 
ler, formerly was in the Communist "movement" but got out of itQi 
in 1937. Mrs. Wechsler now writes me that she never was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party but was a member of the Young Com- 
munist league. 


"By the time I was old enough 


to be eligible for party member- 
ship, I was on my way out," her 
letter says. "Perhaps this merely 
proves that the Communist party 
used to discriminate against min- 
ors." 


I am not sure that that is all it 


proves but let us not be drawn 
into side issues. 
Anyway, the 


Young Communist league was a 
member of the Communist Inter- 
national organization and bore a 
relation to the Communist party 
analogous to the relation of the 
Hitler youth to the Nazi party. 
Several 
individuals 
who 
were 


members of the Y- C. L. and who 
profess to have turned against the 
Communist movement, have tried 
to establish a moral and political 
distinction here. In my judgment, 
the party and the league were 
equally devoted to the purposes of 
the 
overall 
international 
con- 


spiracy.

a New Orleans Canasta fan, "but 
you haven't described the various 
signals that create this under- 
standing. Can you do so?" 


Gladly.' I can't cover them all in 


one article, but I'll describe a few 
and write about the rest another 
time. Here are the signals that 
apply before your side has com- 
pleted its first canasta. 


1. Adding two wild cards to a 


base of four natural cards. This 
play demands that your partner 
complete the canasta as soon as 
he can. If he has a natural card, 
he must put it down and if he has 
a wild card, he must use that 
Your play indicates that you are 
able to meld out as soon as the 
canasta is completed, for other- 
wise you wouldn't dream of squan- 
dering two wild cards just to bring 
the meld up to the six-card level. 


2. Adding one wild card to a 


base of five. This play is very 
similar to the play just described, 
but is not quite so strong. It is a 
strong request, but not an abso- 
lute demand, that your partner 
complete the canasta as soon as 
possible. The logic is that you have 
a good reason to add a wild card 
in this way, but you might do so 
on speculation whereas you would 
never use two wild cards except 
with a sure thing. 


3. Adding one wild card to a 


base of four. This indicates that 
3'ou are very anxious to make a 
canasta in a hurry. Hence you 
have a fine play for a fast out. 
Your partner should make the 
canasta if he can; should add a 
wild card or * natural card if h* 


cannot complete the canasta. Of 
course, if he can do the trick with 
some other meld, he should do that 
instead. 


4. Putting down a new m«W 


when yod have no base. This in- 
dicates that you want to help your 
partner win the discard pile (if 
you have a large number of cards 
in your hand) or that you want to 
get a base and a canasta as soon 
as possible (if you have only a 
normal number of cards in your 
hand). 


When you are asking for a base, 


you indicate that you will be able 
to complete the canasta with wild 
cards if only your partnei can 
supply a base. The signal is a de- 
mand if you use two natural cards 
and a wild card; but a strong re- 
quest rather than a demand if you 
use three natural cards. 


5. Melding more than necessary 


at your first meld. You have a 
very fine play for out and you 
want your partner to make a base 
as soon as possible.

ing the committee" on civil rights 


"I know," he wrote, "because 


was named spokesman for

committee and served in that ca 
pacity-" 


So Truman did not initiate thi 


iroject which resulted in a "re* 
>ort" 
making 
recommendations 


which would dissolve important 
lements of the American Consti- 
ution and create a police state 
with headquarters in Washington. 


It was thought up by a "com-t 
mittee" with White as spokesman 
* 


and this "committee" represented 
43 unnamed organizations which 
he describes as "non-Communist" 
although his opinion as t,o that 
might be debatable in view of his 
indifference to the record of Doc- 
:or Tobias. 


Yet the "report" of the presi- 


dent's committee does not name a 
single organization or individual 
as contributing information or -( 
clerical assistance or any other - • 
thing to the "studies" which re- 
sulted in this formal attack on the 
constitutional rights of all Amer- 
ican citizens and of all the sev- 
eral states. This attack is a state 
document of the very government 
which it ultimately would cause to 
disintegrate.
